He asked Colonel Bullock, a 
wealthy citizen, who visited her, to 
mark on her stall his guess as to the 
record she would make this year.

Ph-tliorlr Coffer*. 


The coinage of the standard 
dollars 


has had the effect of filling all the mints 
and treasuries in the country. The 
mint in San Francieco has no further 
storage room. There are at piesent 
12,500,000'silrev dollars in the three 
vaults. One of the vaults in the Coiner's 
Department, have been temporarily ap- 
propriated for storage uses. Anew vault 
has been sent from Boston, and has 
been placed in position on the first floor 
of the mint. This is 20 feet, 4 inches 
long by 13 feet, 3 inches wide, and 10 
feet, four inches high, and will hold, it 
is estimated, 11,000,000 or 12,000,000 of 
the dollars. 
In the sub-treasury vaults 


11,902,000 silver dollars are stored.

people are iu a majority, Alabama, 
Georgia and Florida, however, showing 
a very large proportion—about ninety 
colored to one hundred whites. Colored 
people are almost unknown in some of 
the Western Territories. There are cnly 
204 in Utah, in a population of 143,905. 


Too NEAE HOME.—Recently quite a 


number of nuggets of gold have been 
pinked up in Butte county, California, 
where exposed on the surface of the 
ground by the action of heavy rains and 
high water. The Enterprise comments: 


Had these nuggets been thus picked 


up in Alaska or somewhere down in 
Mew Mexico, what a fever our pros- 
pectors would be in till they were off 
for the region in which they were found. 
Thus it would seem that even gold is 
not accorded its full meed of honor at 
home, when found in its native soil.

CHAP. XXXVIII.—An Act to amend an 


Act entitled "An Act to provide for 
the registration of the names of elec- 
tors and to prevent fraud at elections,'' 
approved March 5, 1869. 


[Approved February 23.1881. 


The people of the State of Nevada, 


represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows. 


SECTION 1. Section Eleven of an Act 


entitled "An Act to provide for the reg- 
istration of the names of electors and 
to prevent fraud at elections," approved 
March 5, 1869, is hereby amended so 
as to read as follars: 


Section Eleven. Before entering upon, 


the duties prescribed in this Act the 
registry agents (excepting Justices of 
the Peace who have been duly qualified) 
shall severally take and subscribe before 
an officer duly authorized to administer 
oaths the following oath or affirmation, 
which shall be filed iu the office of the 
County Clerk of their respective coun- 
ties, to-wit: I, 
Registry Agent 


for Election Districts Numbtrs 
and 
in the county of . . .., and 


State of Nevada, do solemnly swear, or 
affirm, that I will perform all the duties 
of Registry Agent in and for said Elec- 
tion Districts according to law and the 
best of ray ability, and thnt in the dis- 
charge of my duties as such Registry 
Agent I will honestly endeavor to pre- 
vent fraud, deceit, or any other manner 
of abuse of the elective franchise, so 
held me God, or under the pains and 
penalties of perjury. 
This Act shall 


take effect on and after its passage. 


CHAP. XXXIX.—An Act to amend an 


Act entitled "An Act to protect the 
wages of labor," approved February 
21, 1873. 


[Approved February 23, 1881.] 


The people of the State of Nevada, 


represented iu Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section Three of an Act 


entitled "An Act to protect the wages of 
labor," approved February 3, 1873, is 
hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows : 


Section Three. In all cases of execu- 


tion, attachments and writs of a similar 
nature against the property of any per- 
son or persons, or chartered company 
or corporation, it shall be lawful for 
such miner, mechanic, salesman, ser- 
vant, clerk and laborer to give notice of 
their claim or chums, and the amount 
thereof, duly certified and sworn to by j 
the creditor or creditors making the i 
claim to the officer executing either of j 
such writs, at any ',ime before the actual! 
sale of property luvieil upon; the cred- 
itor or creditors making the claim shall 
at the same time give notice in writing 
to the creditor or creditors at whose in- 
stance the property has been levied 
upon, or his or their attorney, of their 
said claim or claims, and the amount. 
thereof duly certified nnd sworn to by j 
such claimant or claimants; a copy of 
said notice shall also be served upon 
the debtor, if he be found within the 
county where the property levied upon 
is situated; provided, that if the debtor 
cannot be found within the county 
where the property levied upon is sit- 
uated, then said notice may bo served 
upon the officer executing either of such 
writs iu lieu of said debtor. 
Upon the 


filing in the Court where the action or 
actions against the debtor is, or are 
pending, of an affidavit of the claimant 
or claimants, showing his or their com- 
pliance with the forpgoing provisions of 
this Section, the office;: executing either 
of said writs shall pay to such miners, 
mechanics, salesmen, servants, clerks 
or laborers, out of the proceeds of the 
sale, the amount each is justly and le- 
gally entitled to receive for services ren- 
dered, within ninety days next preced- 
ing the levy of the writ of execution, at- 
tachment, or other writ, not exceeding 
t«o hundred dollars in gold coin of the 
United States; provided, that either the | 
creditor or debtor may dispute the claim 
of any person seeking and claiming 
preference under this Section and in such 
case the party or parties disputing such 
claim shall servo 11 written notice that 
they dispute such claim upon the claimant 
or claimants, and upon the officer exe- 
cuting such writs, within five days from 
the time of service upon such creditor 
or debtor of the notice of the claim by 
the claimant seeking preference, as here- 
tofore provided for. Within ten days 
from the time of the service provided 
for, the claimants shall commence an 
action in any Court of competent juris- 
diction against the debtor, and the per- 
son or persons disputing his or their 
claim, or claims, for the recovery there- 
of, and shall prosecute such action with 
due diligence, or be forever barred from 
any claim of priority payment thereof; 
but iu case action is rendered necessary 
by the Act as aforesaid, by either debtor 
or creditor, and judgment shall be had 
for said claim, or any part thereof, 
carrying costs, the cost attending the 
prosecution of said action, and legally 
taxable therein, shall likewise be a pre- 
ferred claim, with the same rank «s the 
original claim; and provided further, if 
the amount of assets, after deducting 
costs of levy and sale, shall not be ade- 
quate to the payment of all the preferred 
claims of this class, they shall be paid 
pro rata out of the money hereby made 
applicable thereto; an3, provided fur- 
ther, that nothing in this Act contained 
shall be construed to affect any home- 
stead claims, mortgage or lien of any 
description, created and existing before 
the claim of such laborer accrued. 


SEC. 2. This Act shall take effect and 


be in force from and after its passage. 


CHAP. XL.—An Act amendatory of an 


Act entitled "An Act to regulate pro- 
ceedings iu criminal cases in the 
Courts of Justice iu ih« Territory of 
Nevada," approved November 26, 
1861. 


[Approved February 23, 1881.] 


The people of the State of Nevada, 


represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section Six Hundred and 


Twenty-five of an Act entitled "An Act 
to regulate proceedings iu criminal cases 
iu the Courts of Justice in the Territory 
of Nevada," approved November 26, 


1861, is hereby amended so as to lead 
as follows: 


Section Six Hundred and Twenty-five. 


When a judgment is entered imposing n 
fine and ordering the defendant to be 
imprisoned nntil the fine be paid he 
shall be held in custody during the time 
specified in the judgment, unless the 
fine be sooner paid, and execution may 
issue for the collection of said judgment, 
the same as in civil cases. 


CHAP. XLI.—An Act concerning convict 


labor. 


[Approved February 24, 1881.] 


The people of the State of Nevada, 


represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


SECTION 1. The Board of State Prison 


Commissioners are hereby authorized to 
contract for the hire of convict labor 
for any period not to exceed five years 
from date of contract, upon such terms 
and under such provisions as they may 
deem proper.
